SOUTH AMERICA

n South America, has reached Wash- 
ington en route for the southern 
gontinent. He sends a dispatch 
from the capital, which follows, as- 
gerting there is no dearth of ships to 
garry commerce between the two 


Americas.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—[ Special. ] 
Thies plan of picking up half a billion 
dollars worth of export trade with South 
America at the expense of Germany, Eng- 
land, and France isn't as simple as it 
sounds. 

The prize is big. The bad boys of Eu- 
dope are busy with their own bloody busi- 
des But the trade of South America 
mt a ripe apple ready to fall into the 
fret Waiting lap. It isn’t a flower wait- 
ing to be plucked and worm in the but- 
tonhole of the first casual comer. 

Contrary to the general impréssion,. 
there are plenty of ships sailing under 
peutral flags to carry all the great bur- 
gen of freight if the manufacturers and 
business Men of the United States are 
shrewd and energetic enough te capture 
the trade. 

Matter of Buying, Selling. 

There le no reason why lack of banking 
facilities or of credit arrangements need 
and in the way. It is almost entirely a 
Matter of buying and selling. If the 
United States is ready to buy what South 
America has to sell; if it is able to supply 
the goods which South America wants to 
buy, there is nothing in existing condi- 
tions to prevent the addition of a huge 
sum to the foreign trade of the country. 

Take first the matter of ships: When 
they take down the bars on Saturday and 
open the sea lane between the oceans at 
Panama there will be plenty of ships 
ready to take care of all possible busi- 
ness between the United States and Pa- 
cific ports. 

The ships which already fly the Amer- 
ican flag—without taking advantage of 
the new registry act—will not be many. 


Republics Have the Ships. 

But the big surprise comes in the fact 
that the South American republies them- 
selves, putting the United States to 
Shame, are ready and able to supply 
enough ships under their own Mage to 
carry all the probable traffic between the 
two halves of the continent for the nest 
few years. 

The South American Steamship. com- 
pany, for instance, a Chilean line, has a 
fleet of more than twenty vessels already 
in service which average 2,000 tons each 
and which are regularly running from 
Panama to Valparaiso. 

The Peruvian Steamship company. op- 
erating under a subsidy from the govern- 
ment of Peru, has a big fleet, including 
five big turbine steamers, which are espe- 
cially fast and can be easily adapted to 
transoceanic traffic. 

More Ships Available. 

For business to.and from the east coast 
of South America there are even more 
ships available. 

The Lloyd Bragileiro, a company which 
is subsidized by the government of 
Brasil, has a big fleet of steamers, the 
largest half dozen of which average 6,0UU 
tons each and are equipped th wireless 
and freight and passenger conveniences. 
Some of them are now running between 
Rio de Janeiro and New York and others 
from the Brazilian capital down to 
Buenos Aires. 

The Argentine Navigation company {s 
the biggest of them all, with a fleet num- 
bering over 300 vessel, most of them now 
employed in the river trade, but with 
Many large steamers which could be sent 
to New York and the gulf ports. 

Many British Vessels. 

Then there are the great lines of British 
freighters. The very existence of Great 
Britain depends on keeping the sea roads 
open. Already British cruisers have an- 
nounced that the North Atlafitic has been 
Cleared of hostile war vesseis and that 
from now on there will be stnall danger in 
hipping goods under the English flag.

THE DAY'S WAR NEWS. | 
Summary by PERCY HAMMOND. 

The story of German disaster con- 
tinues to be told with monotonous in- 
sistence by correspondents in the capi- 
tals of the allied enemy. 

By way of Rotterdam, however, infor- 
mation comes that the Germans have 
taken and now occupy the towns of Has- 
selt, St. Trond, and Tongres, in Bel- 
gian Limburg, whither they were 
driven after their repulse at Haelen 
earlier in the day. 

A Belgian army, anticipating a Ger- 
man movement near Diest, awaited the 
emperor's forces yesterday morning 
across the Herck river at Haelen, and, 
meeting them, drove them back toward 
Tongres with a loss of 1,000 men. 

Accounts of the battle at Pont-a- 
Mousson on the llth and 12th contain 
the detail that a French detachment 
coming unawares upon the Twenty-first 
Baden dragoons, unmounted during a 
lull in the fighting, attacked and de- 
stroyed the German regiment in a few 
minutes. 

Further German defeats are an- 
nounced as having occurred north of 
Namur. Experts talk of a pitiable in- 
feriority of German guns and ammu- 
nition and say that the artillery as- 
saults of the emperor’s army are com- 
paratively harmless.

FOOD INQUIRY 
IN CHICAGO 


War Price-Kiting Quiz 
Will Start Here 
at Once. 


WIRE TO WILKERSON 


Chicago, as the nation’s provision mar- 
ket, has been made the battle ground in 
federal war on wartime food prices. 

United States Attorney James H. Wil- 
kerson is to return tomorrow to take up 
investigation of food speculation and sus- 
pected combines by dealers. 

In Washington yesterday the inflation 
of prices drew the attention of President 
Wilson and a demand for action. The 
president condemned food speculation at 
this time as not only unpatriotic but 
treagonabie” 

The president, in a letter to Attorney 
General McReynolds. asked for the de- 
tense of the people against speculators 
and received a reply stating that an in- 
quiry already was under way. 

Makes Threat of Indictment. 

At the department of justice it was de- 
clared evidence of combines or conspir- 
acy would result in indictments under the 
Sherman act. It was admitted that shouid 
it prove that th@°eonspiracies suspected 
did not enter interstate traffic action by 
the states would be the enly remedy. In 
this connection new national legisiation 
was discussed. 

Secretary of Commerce svedfield has 
launched an independent inquiry calling 
on the depar.ment of agriculture with 
its representatives all over the country 
to aid. v 

The Chicago board of trade was speci- 
fically named by Representative Kelly 
of Pennsylvania in a speech in the hous? 
at Washington against food speculators. 


Butcher Ask Reforms. 

In session here in Chicago the master 
butchers adopted resolutions calling for 
remedial legislation. 

At the office of the district attorney the 
first moves of the investigation were 
begun after the receipt of a telegraphic 
order from the attorney general. 

Assistant District Attorney Garfield 
Charles said the instructions of the at- 
torney general would be carried out at 
once. 

That means that special agents will 
trace the increased food pricés here to 
the sources, and any semblance of a com- 
bination to force prices upward will be 
reported for prosecution to the office of 
the attorney general. 

Women Launch Boycott. 

Coincident with the orders of the attor- 
ney general for the investigation came a 
boycott of all meats in Chicago and IIII- 
nois by the Illincis Woman's Democratic 
league. The boycott proclamation was 
issued at a meeting of the executive 
board of the woman's organization. 

„Our board voted a boycott on ail 
meats and other articles which are con- 
siderably above the prices warranted by 
supply and demand.“ Mre. Joanna . 
Downes, president of the league, said: 
We mean to make war on the combines 
that have been raising prices throughout 
the state. Other clubs will take boyeott 
action soon, I am informed.”

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FIGHT SEA DUEL 
NEAR BERMUDAS 


Two English and German 
Cruisers Battle Half 
Hour on Run. 


NY ASSOCIATED PRES.) 

HALIFAX, N. S., Aug. 13.—For half 
an hour last Thursday night H. M. 8. 
Bristol, the smallest British warship in 
the North Atlantic, fought a long range 
duel with the Karlsruhe, the largest and 
fastest of the German cruisers which 
have been trying to intercept British ship- 
ping on the North Atlantic. 

Fleeing from the British cruiser Suf- 
folk, which interrupted the Karlsruhe 
coaling at sea from the North German 
Lioyd steamer Kronpring Wilhelm, the 
German cruiser was intercepted by the 
Bristol southwest of Bermuda, and for 
half an hour a running fight took place 
in the blackness of a semi-tropical night. 


Exchange Broadsides. 

Racing through the heavy swell at a 
terrific clip, the ships exchanged broad- 
sides without inflicting much damage, 
conditions being unfavorable for accu- 
rate gunnery. Although the Bristol's 
consorts were at least 100 miles astern, 
the German would not stand and fight, 
according to the British participants. Al- 
tering ite course, it gradually drew away 
from the Bristol, owing to superior speed, 
and after half an hour was out of range 
of the British ship’s six inch bow chaser. 

The chase was continued, but some- 
where in the darkness the German dou- 
bled and made off to San Juan, where it 
put in for coal some days ago. 


Suffolk Tells Story. 

Details of this action, the first single 
ship fight in which a British man-o-war 
has engaged in these waters in a hun- 
dred years, were brought to Halifax today 
by H. M. 8. Suffolk, the fagehip of Rear 
Admiral Credock, commanding the fourth 
cruiser squadron.

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DR. LIEBKNECHT SHOT 
ON REFUSING TO FIGHT? 


London Paper Reports Also That a 
Noted Woman Socialist Writer 
Has Been Slain in Berlin. 


LONDON, Aug. 14, 3:20 a. m.—The Daily 
Citizen, the organ of the Labor party, 
says it has learned from reliable author- 
ity that Dr. Karl Liebknecht, the German 
Socialist leader, has been shot for re- 
fusing military service. 

The Daily Citizen says the story wat 
brought to London by a German refugee, 
who reported that Berlin, owing to the 
shortage of food, was in a virtual state 
of revolution. 

Dr. Liebknecht wae an officer of the 
reserves and was called up for service. 
He refused to respond on conscientious 
grounds, whereupon, according to the 
story, a detachment of soldiers was sent 
to his residence. He was taken to the 
military barracks and court martialed. 
After a short trial he was convicted and 
shot by a platoon of infantrymen. 

It is also reported that Rosa Luxem- 
burg, the noted Socialist writer, who de- 
clared soldiers were maltreated in the 
army, has been shot.

PLENTY OF FOOD 


Prices Low and Belgian 
Housewife Views the War 
Philosophically. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBS.] 

LONDON, Aug. 14, 3 a. m—A womar 
correspondent of the Chronicle in a dis- 
patch from Brussels says today: 

The Belgian women are accepting the 
war philosophically so far as housekeep- 
ing is concerned. Fruit and vegetables 
are still extraordinarily cheap and plen- 
tiful. I spent an hour this morning chat- 
ting with women i nthe EDpenair marke 
in the Place de Sainte Catherine. Thos- 
cheerful, friendly saleswomen are not 
in the least anxious. 

It must be terrible in Liege,’ one 
woman remarked as she deftly manipu- 
lated for me a little machine that out“ 
and prepares French beans in a sauce- 
pan. ‘ But here it is not so bad, The 
markets are crowded every day, and, 
while the heat lasta, the people are liv- 
ing largely on vegetables, as you see, my 
dear.’ 


Tomatoes 4 Cents a Pound. 

“She was quite right. I bought a de- 
licious peach of 15 centimes [8 cents], ripe 
pears were 20 centimes [4 cents], and 
tomatoes 40 centimes [8 cents] a kilo [two 
pounds], and all very tempting. Every 
stall wae piled up with fresh fruit and 
vegetables at prices which would startle 
an Bnglish housewife because of their 
cheapness. 

„ Living in Brussels is not expensive 
even now,’ my friend continued. A li» 


tle meat and plenty of vegetables take one 


along way. Lettuce, soups, eggs en sur 
prise, pease, dessert, and there you are! 
Even the very poor can afford such a din- 


ner in Brussels.“ :

Var at Any Price, Mas Slogan 
of England, Says German Editor. 


ERMANY was forced into war with 
England by the attitude of the 
British government, according to 
an editorial which appears this 


tung, in which demands made by England 
as the price of her neutrality are called 
preposterous. The editorial, captioned, 
War at Any Price,“ follows: 

“The statement of the German charge 
Waffaires in Washington furnished the 
world indisputable proof that the British 
government, having decided to wage war 
no matter what the cost would be, simply 
demanded of Germany acceptance of ab- 
solutely impossible conditions upon which 
England would remain neutral; and in 
the rejection of those conditions England 
then found, without any justifiable rea- 
son, ite excuse for declaring war. 

The German government kept its rep- 
resentatives in Washington fully in- 
formed concerning all diplomatic inter- 
course up to the hour that the English 
cruiser cut the German cable, and there- 
fore the German embassy at Washington 
is fully competent to open the eyes of the 
Americans as to the real demands of 
London.

Now England is trying to throw from 
its shoulders the heavy responsibility for 
the broadening of the war by the sim 
argument that she drew her sword 
defense of international treaties. e 
treaties refer to the neutrality of Belgium 
and Luxemburg. which Germany is now 
accused by England of having maliciously 
violated. It would be self-evident that 
the signatory powers, England. Germany 
and France, contemplated merely that 
neither of them should ever try to annex 
any part of Belgium. 

Certain it is that this guarantee was 
renewed by Germany prior to thedeclara- 
tion of war. The German ambassador in 
London gave repeated. assurances that 
Germany did not intend to annex a foot 
of Belgian soil, but merely wanted the 
right to peacefully transport its soldiers 


through one province of Belgium, with 
the further’ guarantee that Germany 
| would pay for everything which it took 
'from the Belgians for its army.

„ This positive guarantee did not satisfy 
England because its acceptance would 
have eliminated the excuse for declaring 
war upon Germany. Quite to the con- 
trary, England then made demands which 
| lay in a different direction. England’s de- 
mands were that Germany's warships 
should remain inactive during the war 
with Russia and France. Not in the North 
sea, vor in the Baltic, nor even in the 
Kiel canal should German warships be 
permitted to assume an unfriendly atti- 
tude. In fact, the German fleet should 
be made useless.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 18,—[Special.] 
®Seoretary McAdoo tomorrow will de 
asked by a committee representing the 
Wationai Foreign Trade council to per- 
fect a method whereby the United States 
government can insure cargoes and ships 
Aying the American flag during the u- 
ropean war. 

This committee, of which E. N. Hurley 
ef Chicago te chairman, will point out to 
the secretary that it will be practically 
useless to aamit vessel to American 
registry if those vessela cannot de in- 
pured. It is impossible to get ship in- 
aurance in New York at the present time. 
It is equally difficult to get cargo insur- 
ange. Lloyds, pon whom the American 
exporters formerly depended for their in- 
purance, are writing no policies now. 


English Government Insures. 

The English government within the last 
week has taken upon itself the duty of 
insuring English ships and cargoes car- 
ried in them. Great Britain will not in- 
sure foreign ships or cargoes, however. 

“The Alexander bill,“ said Mr. Hur- 
ley tonight, admitting ships to foreign 
registry is all right as a first step, but 
there must be a second. Some means of 
insurance must be presented, and at the 
present time it appears as if the govern- 
ment can be the only insurer. Within 
forty-eight hours after the Alexander 
bill is passed and the government sig- 
nifies its willingness to ineure both bot- 
toms and cargoes there will be over 100 
ships engaged in foreign commerce flying 
the American flag. Once the flag is at 
the masthead it never will come down.“ 

The only alternative to government in- 
surance, according to Mr. Hurley, is to 
have English vessels get American grain 
and other supplies at the docks. 

Agree on Ship Registry Report. 

The conference committee of the senate 
and house agreed this morning on the 
form of a report to be made back to the 
two houses on the ship registry bill. The 
report was submitted in both houses later 
in the day. Senator O'Gorman stated 
that he would call up the matter tomor- 
row on a motion to adopt the conference 
report. 

At the final meeting of the conference 
committee this morning the Cummins 
emendment which required that any cor- 
poration, incorporated under the laws of 
the United States, or of any state, which 
should hereafter acquire foreign built 
vessels and apply for registration in the 
United States, should be required to show 
that a majority of the stock of the cor- 
poration was owned and held by Ameri- 
can citizens, went out of the bill. 


Control of Seas Big Factor. 

The effect of the European war on agri- 
culture in the United States was discussed 
today for the first time by Secretary 
Houston, who pointed out that the United 
States was practically the only large food 
producing country undisturbed. 

If Germany and Austria cannot con- 
trol the high seas, he said, it will be 
difficult for food supplies from this coun- 
try to reach them. 

“Tf, on the other hand, England, 
France, and Russia control the high seas, 
we should be able to market in the near 
future without great difficulty the greaf 
mass of our erportable food products. 
Even if they cannot control the seas, they 
are going to take every sort of reason- 
able risk to get supplies.“ 


HUNDREDS OF WAR DEVICES 
AT THE COMMAND OF FRANCE. 


Government Appoints Three Com- 
missions to Pass Upon Inven- 
tions Offered for Military Use. 


PARIS, Aug. 13, 5:34 p. m.—Three large 
technical commissions have been ap- 
pointed jointly by the ministers of war 
and marine to study and experiment with 
military inventions. of which hundreds 
have been offered the government. 

Albia Haller, a member of the Academy 
of Sciences, will act as chairman of the 
explosives and chemicals commission; 
Paul Appell, president of the academy, 
will head the ballistics, aeronautics, and 
mechanical body, and Jules Violle, a 
member of the academy, will be the chair- 
man of the commission on wireless teleg- 
raphy and telephony. 

The commissions will consist of fifty of 
the best known scientific men in France.

Refugees at Hull, England, Declare 
Troopers Spat in Their Faces and 
Stole Luggage.

LONDON, Aug. 14, 3 a. m.—The London 
Daily News correspondent writes that 
ten refugees from Germany who arrived 
in Hull yesterday brought revolting 
stories of their treatment at the hands or 
the German soldiery.

Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 13.—A law to control 
prices of fuel and all necessaries of life 
will be enacted by the Canadian parlia- 
ment which meets Tuesday next in special 
seasion to pass war measures. 

The government will enact a statute by 
which the prices charged by manufac- 
turers, wholesalers, and retailers may be 
brought before a judge, and if it ise found 
that advantage has been taken of condi- 
tions created by war to advance prices 
unduly they may be reduced by court 
order.

CENSORSHIP OVER CABLES

On the date of the last bank 
call, June 30, the federal reserve held in 
New York banks was 25.17 per cent. But 
an examination of the reserve act showed 
that the reserve could not be decreased 
to 18 per cent an demand deposits until 
after the reserve bank is in operation 
with capital paid in. 

It was finally decided that the reserve 
board does not yet have the authority to 
suspend the reserve requirements. How- 
ever, it was intimated that the controller 
of the currenoy will not attempt to deal 
harshly with any bank found decreas- 
ing its reserve slightly in order to meet 
necessary demands made upon it during 
the present pressing times. :

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Geographic society today 
issued the second installment of its 
primer ot European war geography. 

The locations in the war sone follow: 

Leuvain—The capital of Belgium in the days 
before the rise of Brussels. Its population is 
about 50,000, and it is situated about « fifteen 
miles northeast of the present capital. With 
Tiriemont, St. Trond; and Tongres it furnishes 
the line. for holding back the movement of an 
enemy across the territory between Brussels and 
Hege. 

Local tradition has it that Louvain was estab- 
lished as a permanent military camp by Julius 
Cesar. The common people rose up against the 
nobles during the fourteenth century, but were 
put down after a struggle of twenty years. 
Thereafter the importance and prosperity of 
Louvain declined and Brussels took its place. It 
has one of the finest universities in Belgium, 
which prides itself most on its theological 
school. 

— 


Libau—A port of Russia, on the Baltic sea, a 
little less than fifty miles from the extreme 
northern part of northeast Prussia. It has a 
population of about 75,000. Troops marching 
from Menel, Prussia, could arrive by land with- 
out leaving their own territory more than fifty 
miles behind. It has railway connections with 
Moscow, Orel, and Kharkov. 

There are numerous factories making gunpow- 
der, soap, machinery, and tinplate, There are 
also large sawmills and flour mills. The exports 
are valued at about $25,000,000 a year. North 
of the commercial harbor is the naval strong- 
hold, consisting of extensive fortifications, break- 
waters, and moles. These defenses were finished 
eight years ago.

Muelhausen—A city of about 85,000 population, 
in Prussia, thirty miles from Belfort and about 
twenty-three miles from the French frontier. 
Near the frontier the route between the two 
places. crosses the Rhine-Rhone canal, 216 miles 
Hong. which, together with the Doubs, Saone, and 
other rivers, forms a complete waterway between 
the Rhine and the Rhone. Thirteen miles from 
the frontier is the town of Altkirch. During the 
reformation Muelhausen was one of the chiet 
seats of the Anabaptists. It was independent un- 
til’ 1802, when it passed to Prussia. 

Diest—A town equidistant from Liege, Ant- 
werp, and Brussels—about twenty-three. miles 
from each and a little north of the air line be- 
tween Liege and Antwerp. It ig one of the five 
fortified places in Belgium and has many brew- 
eries, It protects both Brussels and Antwerp 
from military movements by way of Maastricht,

Valley of the Ourthe— A fertile little river val- 
ley starting at Liege and running south to the 
southeastern section of Belgium, and, generally 
speaking, parallel to the German frontier. 
Hasselt—The capital of Belgian Limburg, at 
the junction of several important railroads. It 
has many breweries and distilleries. It is fa- 
mous for its great septennial celebration of the 
cay of the Assumption, in honor of the Virgin 
—-under the name of Virga Jeffe. On these occa- 
sions, the date of which is Aug. 15, the town is 
converted into a forest of firs by the collection 
and planting of trees and branches from the 
neighboring forest, Hasselt is on the main road 
from Maastricht to Antwerp.

From the size of the can I should 
say that each man was getting about 
two-thirds of a quart. 

How many times the went to the 
saloon during the day I have no way of 
knowing. A thermometer on the street 
a few blocks away registered U. 

Were these men good to themselves? 
They were not. To drink beer while at 
work on a hot day is folly, and the man 
who suffers from the folly is the man who 
drinks the beer,

Let us see how it figures out. Two- 

thirds of a quart of beer is twenty-one 
ounces. Twenty-one ounces of beer con- 
tains three-quarters of an ounce of alco- 
hol. This corresponds to an ounce and a 
half of whisky, say three tablespoonfuls 
of whisky—a fair sized slug for a hot 
day. * 
To pour three-quarters of an ounce of 
alcohol into the insides of a man putting 
in coal is like throwng a cup of coal oil 
on a kindling wood fire. The flames 
flare up and burn very hotly for a short 
while. 

In addition to the alcohol in beer, there 
is a fair proportion of food elements. 

. -~e- 

A man putting in coal sweats a great 
eal. The sweat takes from his blood 
several quarts of water and a few grains 
of salt. The sweat cools him off. Thatis 
why he sweats. 

He needs to drink water equal in vol- 
ume to the sweat. If he is wise he drinks 
plain water. 

What sense is there in dissolving in the 
water, taken to make him cool, a lot of 
alcohol and food, the effect of which will 
be to make him hot? 

If he works hard and the day is hot he 
will sweat several quarts. To replace 
this he must drink several quarts of beer 
if he follows the policy of the men who 
were putting in that coal. 

Every gallon of beer contains a little 
more than a quarter of a pint of pure al- 
cohol, equal to half a pint of whisky, be- 
sides the other fuel substances present. 

. 

Thus we see the hotter they get the 

more they must drink. The more they 
drink the hotter they get, and so on, piling 
up until there comes sunstroke or a hot 
weather liver anyhow. 
When I passed these men I was in my 
second mile. I was hitting up a pretty 
fast clip. Sweat was rolling down my 
face. I drank plain water. I did not 
drink beer. Too risky for me.

ORD FRANCIS HOPE, only 
brother and heir of the childless 
Duke of Newcastle, is so well 
known in the United States, largely 
in connection with his former mar- 


Antwerp and Brussels. It is in a sense the religious 
capital of Belgium, the archbishop residing there 
being the primate of the Catholic church of that 
country. It gave the name to Mechlin lace, for 
which it once was famous. It. is one of the 
busiest railroad centers in Belgium, the lines 
from Antwerp to Brussels and from Ghent to 
Liege crossing there. 

The lordship of Malines was conferred by Pip- 
pin the Fhort on Count Adon in 754, During the 
following century Charles the Bald bestowed the 
Fief on the bishop of Liege. During the re- 
ligious troubles of the sixteenth century it was 
sacked. During the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries it was captured in turn by the French, | 
Dutch, and English. The French finally removed 
the fortifications in 1804, since which time it has 
been an unfortified place.

The great Scotch house of Hope is of 
French origin and was founded in Scot- 
land by John de Hope, who went from 
France in 1537 to Edinburgh in the train 
of Madeleine de Valois, queen of James V. 

His son, Edward de Hope, was one of 
the leading citizens of Edinburgh during 
the reign of Mary, Queen of Scots, and 
a commissioner for the metropolis to par- 
liament in 1530, 

His son, in turn, was Thomas, lord 
advocate of Scotland, and was appointed 
by Charles I. to be his commissioner to 
the general assembly in 1643, a position 
never occupied before or since by a com- 
moner. 

It is from him that Sir Alexander Hope 
of Craighill, County Fife, fifteenth baro- 
net of his line, and the Marquis of Lin- 
lithgow, are descended. 

It is necessary to go back three cen- 
turies to find any relationship between 
Lord Francis Hope, the former husband 
of May Yohe and heir to his elder broth- 
er’s dukedom of Newcastle, with Lord 
Linlithgow and Lord Charles Hope. 

Indeed, Lord Francis is only a Hope on 
the distaff side, his patronymic having 
been Pelham-Clinton until the death of 
his grandmother, Mra, Henry Hope, when 
he was compelled by. the terms of her 
will to assume her name of Hope and 
her armorial bearings on succeeding 
to her property.

The present Lord Linlithgow is the sec- 
ond marquis and eighth earl of his line, 
The first earl was the son of that John 
Hope of Hopetoun who lost his life in 
the wreck of the frigate Gloucester in 
1682 off Yarmouth, along with the Pari 
of Roxburghe and a number of other 
members of the suite of the Royal Duke 
of York, who was one of the few to 
escape and whose rescue was little short 
of miraculous. 

The only two other occasions since then 
of the shipwreck of any member of the 
English royal family were, most recently, 
that of the liner Delhi on the coast of 
Morocco, a little over three years ago. 
Among the passengers were King 
George's eldest sister, the princess royal, 
— two daughters and the late Duke of

On the occasion of the coming of age 
of the present marquis there was a great 
gathering of the Hope family at Hope- 
toun house in County Linlithgow, and 
there were high festivities to celebrate 
the event. 

On the Sunday folowing the entire 
party went In a body to church to attend 
divine service and to hear a sermon espe- 
cially appropriate to the occasion. 

Their febtitigs can better be imagined 
than described when a minister com- 
menced his discourse with the words “My 
brethren, the world is full of blasted 
hopes.“ 

Hopetoun, the ancestral home of the 
Marquis of Linlithgow, where Lord 
Charles Hope was born, has a window for 
every day in the year. It stands on a 
magnificent terrace, overlooking the estu- 
ary of the Forth, and is full of magnifi- 
cent masterpieces by Vandyck, Rubens 
and Titian. | ; 

The late Lord Linlithgow, who used to 
be known as the Earl of Hopetoun, was 
advanced to the marquisate of Linlithgow 
for his services as first governor general 
of the commonwealth of Australia and as 
secretary for Scotland with a seat in the 
cabinet.

The Earl of Harrowby, who has just 
been celebrating at Sandon hall, his 
country seat in Staffordshire, the attain- 
ment of the majority of his only son, Lord 
Sandon, is one of the principal partners 
of the great London banking firm of 
Coutts & Co., where King George and 
every one of his predecessors on the 
throne since Queen Anne have kept 
their banking accounts, and is also presi- 
dent of the National Institute of Bankers. 

Lady Harrowby is a sister of Lord 
Hambledon and one the heiresses of that |

and papers, besides being the head of one 
of the greatest publishing houses in the 
United Kingdom, dying as first lord of 
the treasury and as Tory leader of the 
house of commons. 

Lord and Lady Harrowby aten a 
good deal of eld fashioned state both in 
town and in the country. The liveries of 
the men servants are of white cloth with 
red, waistcoats, red bregches and pow- 
dered hair; and it is a rule of the house 
that the liveries shall be changed four 
times a day, the moat elaborate, of course, 
being for the evening, no matter whether 
the family is alone or entertaining guests.

THE CONQUERED.

THRILLS AT THE INQUEST 


John J. Halpin, chief of detectives, who 
has cleared up many puzzling murder 
cases in the last few years, announced 
jest night that he believes Allen M. Thom- 
gon guilty of the murder of bis employer, 
award P. Amory. 

Amory was a patent lawyer and secre- 
tary of the Western Railroad associa- 
tion with offices in the Peoples Gas build- 
ing. He was found dead in his office 
Wednesday afternoon. He had been

Thomson was employed by the associa- 


tion as a clerk at $50 a month. It was 


He was not working Wednesday. He 
had been given a day off to see a dentist. 
But, be said, he Bot cold feet,” and went 
shopping instead. 


Here’s Halpin’s Story. 

This is the story related by Capt. Hal- 
pin last night, after the inquest into the 
death of Amory had been continued, and 
after Haipin had had several talks with 
Thomson, who is being held. 

“Thomson is a might smart boy,“ sald 
Halpin. “He studied law before he 
started work with Amory. He will be 21 
this month. I asked him just a few min- 
utes ago what he had done with his other 
bive suit. He told me his lawyer had in- 
structed him not to talk. I'll get to the 
blue suit later. Now, here’s the story: 

Thomson says he got a few days extra 
on his vacation by telegraphing to Mr. 
Payson, who is Amory’s boss. Amory 
wanted him to return to work last Fri- 
day. Payson said he could come back 
Monday. Naturally Amory didn't like to 
dave a subordinate go over his head. 
There were hard feelings on both sides. 


Didn’t Have Day Off. 

“Tuesday Thomson says he asked to get 

Wednesday to gotoadentist. He said 
de had bad teeth. His teeth are perfectly 
sound. He was given leave to go. He and 
the stenographer stayed late at the office 
Tuesday night. He said nothing about 
the day off to the stenographer. He said 
nothing about it at home. In fact, he 
dadn't been given a day off. 

“He admits going downtown Wednes- 
day morning, and getting off an elevated 
train at the Madison and Wabash station 
at®o'clock. Possibly he got off at Adams 
street, I don't know. But it shows he was 
in the vicinity at or about the time of the 
murder. 

“Kenneth McKeniez saw him in the 
corridor, just outside Amory’s office about 
Po'clock or a little after. He said Thom- 
son hadona blue suit anda straw hat. 

“Thomson didn’t leave his keys in 
the office Tuesday night. He left them 
there about 9 o'clock in the morning after 
the murder. He lost them in the scuffle. 
He missed them after a while. He knew 
the police would eventually find them 
and that he would be connected with the 
affair. He must get those keys. So he 
played innocent. 


Mystery of Blue Suit. 

“Thomson had on a blue suit and straw 
hat. All right. He had on the biué suit 
and the straw hat when he was arrested. 
But he had about ix hours to clean up the 
blood that must have stained his clothes 
and his person. There are two wash 
stands in the office where he could have 
bathed his face and hands. He could 
have put on a clean suit and shirt and 
collar in the office, for that matter. He 
might have had two blue suits. 

That's why I asked him what he had 
done with his other blue suit. And, as! 
faid, he told me his lawyer had forbade 
him to talk. 

Thomson had several scratches on his 
person, and there are several bruises on 
his forehead. Dr. Burmeister, coroner's 
physician, looked at the prisoner and an- 
nounced the scratches were not made by 
& dog. as Thomson claims, We did learn, 
however, that Thomson's brother had a 
fox terrier with which the prisoner 
played Monday night. Dr. Burmeister 
Wasn't sure about the bruises, but he 
Will make a closer examination very

Bigger than Amory. 

“Thomson had two pair of glasses. In 
one pair one of the lenses was missing, 
and the other was broken. He says ne 
leaned against something Tuesday night 
And broke the lenses, and that he threw 
Sway the one which is missing. He might 
have broken them in the scuffle. 

“Thomson is a bigger man than Amory 
Was. He is about 5 feet 10 or 10% inches 
tall and weighs about 160 pounds. Amory 
Wouldn't have a chance to defend himself 
though the evidence shows he struggled 
deaperately.

Miss Emily Schelien- 
berg, Thomson's fiancte, was sitting be- 
hind the coroner's jury, but apparently he 
did not see ber. 


Smiles His Confidence.

Edward Amory was my brother,“ he 
ald. He was born in Chicago about 
forty years ago, was married, and had 
two children. He was a patent attorney 
and acted as secretary of the Western 
Railroad association.

I never 
heard he had any enemies, and so far as 
I know he had no financial troubles.”
